IC - 5084 Captain ERIC JAMES TUCKER . The Maratha 

Light Infantry (POSTIIUMOUS) (2nd August , 1957) 
Captain Eric Jamey Tucket (IC -5034 ) was in command of 
B Company. 2nd Bailalion , The Maratha Light Infantry , 
operating in the Naga Ilills. He was assigned the task on 
opening the line of coninunication from Chakabama 10 
Phek , a distance of 4 milcs, and thercaftet LO Meluri, a 
further distance of 20 iniles, lo destroy the hostile concen 
tration cnroule and to establish a post al Meluri. This hic 
successfully achieved on 9th October, 1956 . He had howevei 
to abandon Muuuri for want of supplies and he macle a qesh 
for Phek on Ilth October , 1956 . After reviclualling , he again 
left for Meluri on 18th October, 1950 ; his company encoun 
tered a large number of luostiles armed with automatics and 
rifles, but fought its way with great courage , inflicting many 
casualtics on thic hoslilcs , and reached Meluri on 15th October . 
1956 . It was largely chuc to the skill and leadership of 
Caplain Tucker that the lask was accomplishel. 

Subsequently Captain Tucker carried out many an arduous 
and larutdous task against great odds, Latc at night on 1st 
April, 1977 , getting information about a hostile concentration 
at Chipuhatami, he immeiliately proceedel to the place , and 
mnoving through the dark jungles took the hostiles completra )v 
by surprise Disdaining the wihering lire from the hostiles. 
Captain Tucker charge the swostile position with a Section 
and captured four hostilex asined with rifles , including their 
leader . On 18th July , 1957, al Vishyepu Captain l ucker with 
a small party guccessfully outmanoeuvred a large hostile body, 
inflicted heavy casuallics and captured a large number of 
prisoners . He lcd his men into the midst of the hostile cun 
centration displaying an extreinely high order of personal 
courage und determination . 

On 2nd August , 1957 , Captain Tucker was procccding from 
Khuzami to Kivikhu with a platoon . At mile 69 / 70 , hostiles 
who had obtained prior Sulorination of his move lay in 
ambush in the thick undergrowth . After allowing the leading 
Section to pass through , the hostiles suddenly opened fire with 
automatics and rifles on him from close quarters, Hit on his 
facc and logs, he stood his ground and engage thc hostiles 
with his sten gun ſiring from the hip until the magazine was 
crupty . Hc then charged at the hostilc position will a grenade; 
but a further burst of automatic fire hit him on his chest 
and he collapsed and dicd . 

Throughout his service iu thc Naga Hills, the late Captain 
Tucker displaye l grcat devotion to duty , having undertaken 
tasks far beyond the call of his normal duty . Hc infused 
great conficlence in the men inlcr his command by his most 
conspicuous courage and valour. So niany situations to 
bravely laced by this young officer lave been a sourco of great 
Inspiration to his comraclex.

Early in August 1955 , Licutenant Colonel Jaswant Singh was 
ordered to restore law and order at Khikye in the South 
Tuensang Frontier Division of the North Eastern Frontier 
Agency where the hostiles had cntrenched themselves into a 
strong base . By forced matches, despite there being no porters 
or ponics , he concentratel liis init and material by Sid Scp 
teniber , 1955 , For three successive nights he led patrols along 
sleep hills covered by imprenable jungle in non -stop heavy 
rain . The hostiles liad laid punjis upto two miles in front 
of the main positions and built stone stockades covering all 
approaches. Twicc he ran into ambushes, and on both occa 
sions he personally led the charge against the hostiles and 
succeeded in getting his party out without casualties and 
gained vital information required for his plans. Once he 
fell into a punji-coverc pit and was injured but he continued 
to lead his party. These courageous actions of the Command 
ing Officer were a source of inspiration to his men who through 
weary without sleep or propei food for three days , followed 
him cheerlully . In a well-planned and cxccutod night attack 
against fanatical hostiles , when the troops were temporarily

He himself directed the 3 - inch 
montar fire on the hostiles , and while so doing was hit by a 
tommy gun burse. The platoon suffered heavy casualties . 
Suherlar Sohan Singh decided to make a frontal charge on 
llic hostiles on the spur in oulet to break the ring closing 
rom the platoon and also to secure a vantage point. 
Severely wounded and bleeding profusely , Subedar Sohan Singh 
crawled to his Section to console thc wounded and exhorted 
all personnel to charge the hostile position with fixed 
bayonets . In the words of the only survivor of this cncounter , 
Subcilar Sohan Singh told his men that there will be no 
withdrawal and every man should come up to the expectations 
of Sikh chivalry and hcroisin and show his worth . He led 
the charge till he was lit by another gun burst in thc chest 
and dropped dead . The platoon inflicted heavy casualties 
on the hostilcs but was ultimately overpowered by them in 
the grim hand to hand fight.

The hostilcs had very well camouflaged dug -in trenches.

The Icading section of the platoon was 
fired upon from point blank range and it Hiffered som 
casualties. Naik Karnail Singh s section was occupying a spur. 
When firing started , hostiles camc out of the junglc and 
occupied the northern portion of this wpur, engaging the 
Section which suffered casualties.

The 
liostiles brought down very heavy and close automatic and 
rifle fire on the assaulting troops from well prepared frosi 
tions. One such post was continuously sweeping the ground in 
front of Naik Neki s platoon and brought his assault to a 
standstill, for the success of the attack it was neue Maty to 
silence this post . Naik Neki, unmindful of the danger to his 
liſe, rushel towards this hostile post in the nider of bullet 
Nying past him from very close range and dashed into their 
dug- out position . Then ensued a hand to hand light in 
which Naik Neki killed one hostile and severely wounded two 
others. Any delay in silencing this post would have enabled 
the hostiles to reinforce this sector of their defensive poei. 
tions. 


This daring, courageous act of Naik Neki was a gource 
of great inspiration to his men and enabled them to advance 
and clear the hostiles from the area without long of time.

Ale promptly decided to cut off !he hostiles 
retrcat ly occupying a dominating ridge behind them but 
while ascending along a steep gradient, well -concealed hostiles 
opened heavy hre at closc range on the party. This held up 
their advance. Jemadar Dalip Singh coon realised the danger 
to which his party wag suddenly exposer . Regardless wf per 
sonal safety he took the only firing rifle in the party 
and threw a fiumber of rifle grenades, thereby lislodging the 
hostiles from their position . He was wounded in the hand , 
but he did not attend to it or mention it to any onc. He 
rushed forward single-handed and charged the hostile post, 
taking advantage of the temporary confusion caused among 
the hostile ranks as a result of the explosion of rifle gienades. 
He shot dead two hostiles in this daring attack while others 
fled as they saw the charging Jemadat closely followed by 
his men . 

Again on 28th April 1956 Jemnadar Dalip Singh was platoon 
commander in the assault made on Zuhami feature fjs 
was the leading platoon , Hostiles opened heavy Light Machine 
Gun fire and one of the leading Sections of his platoon got 
help up in a thick row of Punjis”.

On 8th January 1957 jemadar Bajirao Sakpal was com 
mending a platoon at Pfutacro in the Naga Hills when , 
about 600 yards from the post , one of his patrols consisting 
of ten men wag ambushed by huguiles about 100 strong. This 
JCO immediately gathered six of his inen and despite the 
fire directed at thc post, rushed to the aid of the aihushed 
patrol. On finding that the situation was serious, he imme. 
diately charged into the hostiles with a force amounting only 
to a section , across open ground which was swept by hostile 
fire . The hostiles having killed four men from the patrol 
were trying to collect weapons and ammunition but Jcinadar 
Bajirao s sudden and fierce assault demoralised them and 
they fled leaving behind some of their own aring and ammu 
nition . Jemadar Bajirao Sakpal relentlessly pressed home his 
assault, searched the jungle and captured one wounded hos 
tile who yielded valuable information . 


On 9th September 1956 Lance Naik Hardial Singh , a wcdi. 
cal orderly , accompanied his company in their action against 
the boaliles at Thegwemni in Naga Hills. The company 
approached the hostile position through thick jungle and 
sleep climbs, but the last bit of ground which was clear 
and sleep was fully dominated by the liostiles . When the 
leading platoon was 50 yards from the objective , it came 
under intense and accurale fire from the well dug -in hostile 
positions. Thc platoon suffered three casuallies. Though 
movement at this stage was well nigh impossible , L / NK 
Elardial Singh was not deterred by this danger. He calmly 
went forward to the casualties , gave thein Grst aid and 
managed to bring them to a safe spot. 


He accompanied another company in their action against 
the hostiles at thc same place on 27th September 1956 . This 
titne also thc lcading platoon camc under heavy lire and 
suflered one casualty . L /NK Hardial Singh unmindful of 
his personal sately, dashed forward and administered first 
aid on thc spol. He not only performed his dutics but also 
roused enthusiasm among his counsades by joining the charge 
made on the hostiles. In this action he was killed by one 
of the hostile bullets . In the very nature of his duties L / 
NK Hardial Singh had to face death every moment but for 
from being unncrved he was full of enthuslayin and unlıesi 
tatingly rished his life fighting alongside his comrades .

Having thoroughly searched the area 
and finding nothing, the patrol was on its way back to its 
base when it was trapped in an ambush . The first volley 
of fire from the hostile wounded one of the scouts in the 
thigh . The Içinainder of the Section took positions but 
they were under heavy fire from three sicles and the Bren 
gunner also received a wound in the arm . On sccing this , 
about 10 to 12 hostiles shouting and firing rushed up to 
snatch away the Bren Gun . Undismayed by the show of force 
of the hostiles, L /Nk Surrendar Singh Negi ho was the 
Breni group commander stood up in the open done against 
tlię charging hostiles and opened fire on tliei vith his uten 
gun . In this encounter he killed one hostile , wounded five,

The initiative , selflessness and bravery shown by this NCO 
put fresh spirit into the Section with the result that they 
all , including the two wounded , fought back the hostiles 
estimated to be 40 in mumber and put them to fight.

On 12th November 1956 Havildar Ganpatrao Sarclesai was 
entrusted with the task of evacuating a seriously ill patient 
from Meluri to Phakekedzumi in the Naga Hills , The road 
not being negotiable by any vehicles and in the absence of 
local porters the patient had to be carried on a stretcher by 
the troops. At about toon when his party reached near Mile 
63-64 a hostile suicide squad after allowing the point Section 
of the party to pass through , brought heavy automatic and 
Rifle fire on the rest and pinncd them to the ground . At 
this place , the hostiles had also destroyed the track and all 
that remained was a narrow ridge with a cliff on one side 
and a sheer drop on the other. The sudden burst of fire 
therefore created sone confusion when the mules stampeded 
and two A¢poy : sustained serious bullet injuries. Appreciat. 
ing the grave situation arising from his party s vulnerable 
position from three sides , Havildar Ganpatrao Sardesai with 
utter disregard of the withering hostile fire, daringly moved 
from place to place , attracting the hostile attention on to 
himself and engaging them with rifle fire, simultaneously 
giving instructions to the rest of his party to extricate them 
selves from the hostile fire . He fought thus for 15 minutes 
and succeeded in neutralising one hostile position inflicting 
two casualtics. Thereafter with three of his inen , having 
negotiated difficult ground , he proceeded to the head vf the 
column from where he continued to engage other hostile 
positions. In 90 minutes of continuous firing he managed 
to silence the hostiles and cxtricate his party .
